Charles  IX,  who  had  a  high  cf- 
teem  for  him,  told  him  one  day,  that  his  mother  (Catharine  of 
Medicis)  boalled,  that  .there  w  as  not  a  gentleman  in*  the  king* 
dom  of  10,000  livres  a-year,  about  whom  flie  had  not  a  fpy: 

Sire,’^  replied  he,  I  know  not  whether  tyrants  make  fpies^ 
or  fpies  make  tyrants,  but  I  think  that  they  cannot  be  ufeful

1 8.  John  de  ChourfeSy  Lord  oj  Maltcorne.  On  the  news  of 

the  death  of  the  Guifes  kiUed  at  Blobi,  Pari<  and  many  other 
cities  revolted:  the  count  of  JVlalicorne  harangued ib  well  the 
inhabitants  of  Poitiers,  that  they  fent  deputies  to  Henry  111. 
to  affiire  him  of  their  allegiance,  and  that  if  he  pleafed  to 
come  to  their  city,  they  would  receive  him  with  ail  the  ho¬ 
nours  and  obedience  that  w^ere  due  to  him:  he  went  thither, 
they  {hut  the  gates  agaiiill  him,  aad  even  fired  foiue  cannon 
on  the  fmall  detachment  that  attended  him :  the  famous 
preachments  of  the  bifhop  and  the  monks,  had  intii  ely  chang- 
ilteir  minds.  *’1  heft  rebels  led  the  count  de  Malicome  for  a 
long  time  about  the  ilreets,  threatening  him,  and  at  every  ftep 
]K)inting  their  halberts  at  his  throat:  “  I  have  never  been 
guilty  of  any  bafenefs  ;  the  oath  ,  which  you  would  have  me 
take  would  be  fuch,”  was  his  conflant  reply;  you  may  de«  * 
prive  me  of  my  life,  but  you  (hall  never  deprive  me  of  my 
honour.”  They  carried  him  to  the  rampart,  and  made  him 
leap  into  the  ditch,  ciying  out,  Goy  find  the  tyrant.  The 
plac  e  where  he  fell  was  muddy  and  full  of  grafs,  lb  that  he 
received  no  hurt.  -  • 

^  *19.  Albert  dt  Gondty  county  and  after^wards  duke  of  RetZf 
peer  and  marjhal  of  France.  He  married  Claude  Catharine  of 
Clermont,  baronefs  of  Retz,  and  lady  Dampierre ;  file  was  no 
lefs  celebrated  for  her  genius  and  tafle  for  fciences,  than  for 
her  beauty.  It  w  as  fhe  who  gave  an  anfwer  in  Latin,  for 
C'atharine  of  Medicis,  to  the  popifh  ambaffadors,  who  brought 
the  duke  of  Anjou  the  patent  of  his  election  to  that  crowm. 

**  What  afliame?  what  an  unfortunate,  age?”  exclaimed  a

Hearing  that  he 
was  fufpe^ed  of  carrying  on  a  fecret  correfpondence  wdth  the 
Spaniih  minifler,  he  defiied  Henry  III.  to  hold  a  chapter  of 
the  Holv  Ghoft,  that  he  might  either  be  degraded  there,  ,or 
declared  innocent.  '  After  having  fully  juftified  himfelfv 

‘‘Gentlemen, 
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Gentlemen/!  faid  he,  I*  think  that  I  have  at  prefent  a 
right  to  fay  Domine  ne  projicias  fne  a  facie  tua,  et  Spiritum 
Saui^tum  tuum  ne  auferas  a  me:  Sire,  c*ft  me  not  away  from 
^  thy  prefeiice,.and  take  not  thy  holy  (pirit  fh>m  me.”  This 
is  a  verfe  in  the  office  for  the  knights  of  that  order. 

In  I  581,  the  grand  iignior,  Amurath'  HI.  having  fent  an 
ainba.Tador  to  Henry  III4  to  invite  him  to  be  prefent,.  by  one 
of  his  .ainb-iffidors,  at  the  ceremony  of  the  circiimcifion  of  his 
el^cd  fjii,  M.  de  Torci,  who  loved  and  cultivated  polite  li- 
teriiiire,  took  that  opportunity  of  .going  to  Conftantinoplc^ 
from  whence  he  brought  back  feveral  Gr^k  MSS.

24.  Charles  Kohert  de  la  Marci,  count  of  BrainCf  and  of 

Maatevrier,  duke  of  Bouillon^  prince  of  Sedan,  See.  Henry  III. 
during  one  of  thefe  retreats  which  he  often  made  at  Vincen¬ 
nes,  with  ten  or  twelve  of  his  penitents,  hai  appointed  a  fall 
and  an  abflinence,  at  which  Charles  Robert  de  la  Marck  was 
iiuich  difgalled.  He  went  privately  to  Paris,  and  there 
b.mght  himfclf,  in  open  market,  two  fine  *  foals,  with  every 
thing  that  was  neceflary  to  make  Ibme  good  fauce.  While 
he Nvis  dreifing  them,  Henry  III.  happening,  to  pals  thrAigh

his  gluttony  and  dilbbedience  of  orders.  Brother  Robert, 
much  out  humour,  left  his  chafing  difh,  came*  to  the  door, 
and  plainly  declared  that  he  would  be  a  penitent  no  longer^ 
that  his  majeity  and  .the  refl^  might  fad  as  much  as  they  jdealw 
ed  ;  that  he  (lK>uld  go  and<fitiifh  the  frying  of  his  foals ;  that 
he  would  not  open  the  dooritill  he  had  eaten  them,  and  then 
they  might  drive  him,  if  theyipleafed,  from  his  cell  and  from 
the  brotherhood.  1  he  fame  '  writers  who  relate ‘this,  fay*,

enormities  which  were  faid  to  be  pra^ili^  there,  were  only 
calumnies  which  the  fiiry  of  the  leaguers  fpread  among  the

Was  the  beautiful  Mary  Touched  midrefr  of.  Charles  UC  Ho

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had  two  daughters  by  her,  Henrietta,  .famous  for  the  paOion 
that  Henry  IV.  entertained,  for  her,  and  Mary  d'Entragues. 
Their  half  brother,  Charles  of  Valois,  count  of  Auvergne,  af¬ 
terwards  duke  of  Angouleinc,  the  natural  fon  of  Charles  IX. 
and  Mary  Touchct,  married  again  in  1644,  at  the  age  of  71, 
JVances  de  Xargonhe,'and  as  flie  did  not  die  till  1713,  aged 
92,  it  was  faid,  that,  by  a  kind  of  chronological  paradox,  a 
daughter-in-law  died  138  years  after  her  father-in-law, 
Charles  IX.  father  of  the  count  of  Auvergne,  having  died  in

Henry  111.  fufpetfting  him 
of  being  a  leaguer  and  a  friend  of  the  duke  of  Guife,  took  the 
feals  from  in  1588.  Henry  IV.  reflored  them  to  him  in  1590, 
faying,  “  See  here,  Mr  Chancellor,  tv\'o  pidols,  which  you 
well  know  how  to  manage,  and  with  which  I  delire  you 
would  ferve  me;  you  have. often  done  me  harm  with  them; 
hut  I  forgive,  bec  aufe  it  was  by  the  order' and  for  the  fervice 
of  the  late  king,  my  brother:  ferve  me  as  you  ferved  him, 
:ind  1  will  love  ycni  as  well  or  better  than  he,  and  attend  to 
your  ikIvicc,  for  he  v\as  a  lofer  by  not  following  it  Gentle4^ 
men;  added  be,  turning  towards  thofc  who  were  prefent, 
“  thefe  two  pidols  which  I  return  to  Mr  Chancellor,  make 
no  fuch  report  as  thole  which  we  lire  every  day,  but  they  do 
more  execution,  and  carry  ranch  farther;  this  1  know  by 'ex¬ 
perience,  from  the  wounds  they  have  given  me^?*  ^ 

JVilUatn  Fot,  knight  oj  Khodes^  and  of  Chemauty  provofii^ 
inajler  of  jithe..cerevioaieSy  comman^r  of  the  kin^s  orders^ 
Henry  III.  palling  near  the  callle  of  Chemaut,  hopped  and 
dined  thefe  :  lie  was  fiirprifcd  to  fee  in  the  court- yard,  and  irf 
the  rai-deiis,  fcVctai  ureii  who  wanted  either  a  leg  or.  an  arm:

Sire,”  faid  M.  dc  Rhodes,  a  merchant  who  thought  him’. 
felF  under  great  obligations  to  my  father,  died  three  years  a- 
go  ;  having  none  but  diftant  relations,  he  left  me  by  his  will 
600,000  livres  ;  I  have  appropriated' this  fund,  and  the  iiite- 
reil  of  this  fuin,  to  the  nouiilhnient  and  fupport  Of  fifteen 
foldiers,  born  on  my  eftate,  and  whom  their  wounds  have  dif- 
abltfd  from  ferving  your  majefty.”  1  his  foundation  6f  M.  de 
Rhodes  gave  Henry  III.  the  idea  of  an  order  of  Chrklian  cha-* 
riiy,  for  poor  officers,  and  foldiers  maimed  in  war.  The 
troubles  which  harafl'ed  the  kingdom  prevented  this  eRablinr* 
mnit  from  being  fupporied  ;  it  fiink  again  after  the  death  of 
Henry  IV.  who  had  refumed  the  defign  in  1605  ;  the  railing 
the  palace  of  Mars  with  magnificence,  and  on  a  fblid  founda¬ 
tion,  was  referved  for  Lewis  XIV. 

Claude  dc  l\^i/hefpine,  lord  of  Verderonne,  fecretary,  edvu 
m  uhler  of  the^  king^s  orders.  ■  He  wrote  to  Stephen  de  IVeuilly, 
tirll  prefident  of  the  court  of  aides,  as  follows:  You  follicit. 
Sir,  tlie  place  of  provoft  of  the  merchants  ;  I  follicit  it  allb  j 
1  knovv  that  yellerday  you  fpared  no  pains  to  render  me  ftrong- 
ly  fufpeefed  by  his  majefty  ;  if  I  put  into  his  hands  thefe  tw6 
letters  and  this  memorial,  you  will  forfeit  his  favour  for  ever, 
and  I  (hall  get  rid  of  a  competitor  and  an  enemy  ;  I  return 
you  the  whole  :  when  you  wrote  me  thefe  letters,  and  ftnt 
me  this  memorial,  we  were  friends  ;  I  ought  not  to  abufe  the 
confiilence  with  which  our  frieudfhip  then  infpiied  you.” 

e  read  in  the  journal  of  Henry  III.  of  the  year  1381^  that 
Stephen  de  Neuilly  was  chofen  provoft  of  the  merchants  by 
the  king^s  order,  who,  in  the  fequel,  had  frequently  reafbn  tb 
repent  the  marks  of  favour  which  he  had  flKiwn,  on  various 
occafions,  to  that  unworthy  magiftrate. 

A  new  and  very  ufeful  method  of  Fruit-trees  ^to 

Walls :  Extracted  from  a  Work,  entitled,  The  Fruit-Gar- 
dincr. 

,  f 

IN  fuch  places  of  this  ifland  where  the  ftones  are  to  be ‘had 
at  an  ealy  rate,  and  lime  is  not  dear,  excellent  fruit-wallH 
may  be  built  at  no  great  expence  ;  and  though  the  furface 
Inch  walls  be  unequal,  this  may  be  eafily*  remedied  :  for  if 
the  furface  of  thefe  walls  is  plaiftered  over  with  white. lime) 
It  will  not  only  render  it  finooth,  but  alio  oecafion  a  gi‘eat 
heat,  by  reflec^ting  the  rays  of  light.  But  even  upon  the  fupi. 
polition  that  you  do  not  plaifter  the  walls,  the  folid  ftones  ac¬ 
quire  a  greater  degree  of  heat  from  the  a<ftion  of  the  fun- 
beams,  than  bricks  are  capable  of :  and  what  is  a  farther  ad¬ 
vantage,  they  keep  it  longer.  The  degree  of  heat  acquirct^, 
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and  its  duration^  will  be  in  the  dii*e(^  ratio  of  the  denfity  of 
the  (tones  ;  and  confequently  inuli  prove  lead  on  fuih  walk 
as  are  built  of  porous  free -done,  and  greated  on  thofe  that 
are  reared  of  whyn  and  marblel 

Wiien  your  trees  are  trained  clofe  to  the  walls,  as  they 
mud  be  when  the  branches  are  tied  to  wires,  they  are  drong- 
ly  iudaenced  by  the  heat  of  the  fun  on  the  fmth-eail  atnl  fouth 
exiK>rures  ;  and  in  great  drought,  and  very  warm  weather,  I 
have  (eeii  apricot,  peach,  and  ne<darine  trees  fuder  from  this 
caufe  on  thefe  afpects ;  but  they  are  generally  fife  in  any 
.ther.  In  fuch  (ituativins  where  the  (oil  is  naturally  light  and 
dry,  fruit*  trees  are  more  apt  to  be  dedroyed  by  excefs  of  heat, . 
than  a  rich  and  moid  ful  :  for  this  reaion  brick  walls  are  to 
be  preferred  where  the  fird  is  found  to  prevail,  and  done 
and  lime  walls  will  anfwer  better  in  the  lad  cafe. 

As  done- walls  are  much  hurt  .by  frequently  driving  and 
pulling  of  nails,  which  dedroys  the  cement,  and  affords  (bel¬ 
ter  to  noxious  animals  ;  the  following  method  of  fixing  the 
branches  was  contrived.  What  occafioned  the  trial  was,  the 
difficulty  of  placing  the  branches  at  proper  didances  from 
each  other,  on  a  done  and  lime  wall.  The  inventor  iniagjh 
ned,  that  by  means  of  perpendicular  wires  fixed  to  the  wails, 
be  (hould  be  able  to  place  them  at  any  didance  from  each  ow 
ther  he  (hould  incline.  It  has  now  been  praclifed  by  him 
for  feveral  years  with  fiicccfs,  and  by  feveral  gentlemen  to 
whom  he  communicated  it ;  and  as  it  is  attended  wkh-lefs 
trouble  and  exi>ence  than  any  other  methfxi,  and  has  feveral 
advantages  not  to  be  •  found  in  any  of  the  ways  of  (ixin|;  trees 
that  I  have  hitherto  feen  delcribed,  I  (hall  communicate  it 
to  the  public  ;  and  it  will  probably  .come  into  general  ufe,  if 
the  trials  are  fairly  made;  and  the  trees  managed  with  proper 
care.  The  wires  may  be  placed  oblique,  or  in  any  dire<^ioa 
the  planter  pleafes. 

Suppofe  now,  that  your  wall  is  finifhed,  no  matter  what  its 
height  be,  or  of  what  materials  it  is  built  ;  that  your  fruit- 
tree  is  planted  and  headed  down  ;  drive  into  a  (earn  near  the 
top  of  your  wall,  or  within  a  few  inches  of  the  projetdioo^  a 
iingle  plancher  nail,  not  quite  to  the  head.  Directly  below 
this,  near  the  furface  of  the  border,  and  within  four  or  five 
inches  of  your  ti'ee,  on  the  fide  where  you  find  a  (earn,  drive 
ill  another  nail  of  the  fame  kind,  in  the  manner  as  above*di* 
re^ed.  Take  a  piece  of  iron  or  brafs  wire,  w'hkh  you  pleafe* 
from  niimlHrr  fifteen  to  twenty  ;  the  fite  may  be  larger,  or 
IrA',  as  you  incline  ;  fuch  as  is  commonly  made  ufe  of  for  ma* 
king  cages  to  fmall  birds  will  do  very  well  }  twill  the  end  of 
the  wire  about  the  neck  of  the  firft  nail,  then  drive  in  the 

nail 
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nail  to  the  head,  pull  the  wire  clofe  by  the  wall  in  a  (Iraight 
line  to  the  other  nail,  keeping  it  very  tight,  till  you  have  it 
lixed  by  two  turns  round  the  neck  of  the  lowed  nail ;  then 
turn  the  wire  backwards  and  forwards  till  you  bre:Ut  it  off ;  or 
vou  may  fnap  it  off  with  a  pair  of  pincers,  and  drive  the  nail 
dole  to  the  wall,  in  fuch  a  manner  as  it  may  keep  the  wire 
lirni.  Where  iriterftires  offer  near  the  wire,  in  the  middle 
lojce,  drive  in  a  nail  here  and  there,  diffening  the  wdre  by  car* 
rving  it  off  the  line,  and  keeping  it  below  that  Ade  of  the 
bead  of  the  nail  that  is  fartbed  from  the  line,  till  you  have 
driven  it  into  the  head,  and  it  hold  fad  the  w  ire.  Three  or 
Tour  nails  w’ill  be  fiifficient  for  the  middle  fpace,  in  the  high* 
dt  walls.  The  nails  that  you  make  ufr  of  diould  have  lai^ 
heads. 

In  adding  of  new  wires  to  keep  the.  branches  fad,  *as  they 
advance  in  growing,  roeafttre  off  the  didance  on  thc  w^all-a- 
bove  and  belowj  and  keep  them  equal,  which  will  make  the 
wires  run  paraliel  to  one  another.  The  didance  may  be  from^ 
eight  inches  to  twelve,  lefs  or  more,  as  you  fhall  judge  proper' 
for  the  particular  tree  that  is  to  be  trained.  When  the  wiret 
arc  dry,  give  them  a  coat  of  oil  and  lead  ground  together,  or 
varnilh  :  when  this  is  hard,  and  fiifficiently  dried,  tie  your 
branches  with  rufhes,  birches,  or  bades,^  to  the  wires,  placing 
the  branches  horizontally  at  fuch  regular  diRances  as  you  fhali 
incline  to  difpofe  them  at.  ^  * 

When  the  w'ires  are  painted  or  vaniidied,  they  will  lad^for^ 
many  years;  nor  will  .they  injure 'the  bark  of  any  of  ’  the 
branches,  if  they  be  tied  clofe  to  the  wire,  and  care  Uleen 
not  to  hurt  them  in  tying. 

This  management  keeps  the  trees  clofet*  to  the  wall  than 
any  other  method,  and  the  trees  may  be  pnmed  and  tied 
with  great  expedition.  • 'v  ^  r-  •. 

Provided  that  you  make  ufr  of  finall  wrire  of  the  kind  that 
lias  been  made  mention  of,  the- expence  of  a  Angle  tree"  in 
nails  and  wire,  will  not  exceed  one  Aiilling  derling.  • 

You  may  Ax  and  paint  new  wires  againd  the  wall^  as  the 
branches  advance  in  growths  " 

The  new  Aioots  mnd  be  carefully  tied  to  the  wires  as  tl|ey 
extend  ;  for  if  they  are  permitted  to  grow*  far- beyond  the 
wires,  and  become  bulhy  at  the  top,  they  arc  apt  to  be 
ed  back  by  the  wind,  and  broken  off  at  the  part  where  they' 
are  tied  to  the  wires. 

'  The  time  proper  frr  putting  up  the  ^wlrei,  is*  from  the 
nionth  of  May  to  September,- or  tlie  whole  frafrn,  when  your 
trees  are  pnfliing  young  Aioots.

»  •  -  -  •  *  thet* 
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ther  for  this  purpofe,  as  the  paiat  or  varniih  will  then  harden 
in  a  few  days. 

When  the  mixed  oil  and  lead  falls  on  the  leaves  of  fome* 
of  the  tender  kinds,  as  peaches  or  ncnariucs,  Szc.  it  deilrnys; 
them  :  this  is  eaiily  prevented,  by  fixing  and  painting  your 
wires  on  the  walls,  before  the  branches  reach  that  length. 

Some  of  the  wires  will  fometiines  be  broken  oiF  by  accidents 
or  rull,  at  or  near  the  nails,  or  below  their  heads.  Tliis  will 
happen  foonell  where  they  have  had  no  paint :  thefe  tan  be 
nailed  again,  and  flhfened  in  the  manner  directed.  Should 
the  wires  be  broken  off  entirely,  their  plates  can  ealily  be  fup* 
plied  with  new  ones,  as  they  can  readily  be  dipt  dowm  behuid 
the  branches  any  time  of  the  year,  even  w  hen  the  leaves  are, 
on,  fixed  with  nails,  and  ftiftened.  \Yhen  any  of  the  wires 
are  relaxed  or  loofened,  they  can  be  made  tight  by  nailing, 
in  the  manner  already  direcled.  You  may  alfo  put  up  your 
wires  in  a  horizontal  direction,  or  running  down  obliquely  on 
each  fide,  from  a  right  or  obtufe  angle  formed  in  the  center-^ 
of  the  tree  :  or  the  w'hole  of  the  wires  may  be  plated  oblique¬ 
ly,  all  of  them  being  parallel  :  or  if  any  one  nK>uld  not  grudge, 
the  trouble  and  expence,  they  may  be  doubled  on  the  wall 
with  interleciions  ;  fo  that  the  interfiices  may  form  lozenges, 
and  the  branches  may  be  tied  to  the  part  where  the  wires  in- 
terfecl  each  other.

The  fa<fls  I  am  about  to  lay  before  my  readers  do  not 
permit  us  to  doubt  of  it.  It  is  true,  they  are  foreign  to 
the  epocha  which  I  have  preferibed  myfelf ;  but  I  hope  tq  bCf 
pardoned  this  digreffion,  the  rather  as  it  will  ferve  to  prove 
how  uncertain  and  imperfect  was  the  knowledge  of  the  an- 
tients.  .  ; 

Herodotus,.  w;ho  W'as  pofteiior  to  Homer  by  at  leafl  four 
hundred  years,  did  not  believe  that  the  (ea  furrpunded  the 
earth.  I  cannot  help  laughing,”  fays  he,  at  thofo  who 
pretend  that  the  ocean  Hows  round  our  continent.  No 
proof  can  be  given  of  it.  1  l>eHeve,”  adds  he,  eKcwherc,- 
‘‘  that  Homer  had  taken  what  he  delivers  about  the  ocean, 
from  fome  wwkbf  antiquity  ;  but  it  was  without  comprehen¬ 
ding  any  thing  of*  the  matter,  repeating  what  he  had  read, 
without  well  underftanding  what  he  had  read.”  r 

.  The  fame  Hcrodotm?,  fpeaking  of  the  voyage  round  Africa, 
undertaken  by  the  order  of  Nechos,  does  all  in  his  power  to 

make 
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make  the  relation  he.  had  he^ird  of  it  appear  rufpicious. 
"rhofe  circumlhinces  whkli  at  this  time  are  .the  mofl:  capable 
of  attelling  the  truth  of  it,  are  by’him  regarded  as  fabulous. 

!  He  could  not,  lor  example,  imagine  that  thefe  navigators  had 
leen/  as  they  laid,  the  Am  in  .a  contrary  poAlion  to  that  in 
which  ho  is  A?en‘  in  Europe.  In  general,  the  manner  in 
which  this  author,  otherwife  fo  learned  and  fo  judicious,  ex¬ 
plains  himtclf  upon  "^is  voyage,  gives  us  plainly  enough  to 
i  undcrllaiul,  that  he  conf pretended  neither  the  end  nor  direc- 
i  lion  of  It.  Herodotus,  howi^yer,  was- born  in  AAa  Minor; 
j  but,  according^to  al!  appeafanc^^  he  left  it  early,  and  palled 
liis  youth,  and  ^ven  the  greatelb'part  of  his  life,  in  Europe 
and  Gi'eece* '  ' 

Let  us  produce  prObfs  ftill  more  ;  aft  on  idling  of  the  incapa¬ 
city  of  the  European  Greeks  in  geography, -in  the  ages  pof- 
tcrior  to  Homer.''  At^  the1{ime  \yhen  Xerxes  attempted  to 
lubdiic  Greece,  there  arrived  in  Europe  Ndepu ties  from. Ionia,

nion  of  the  PerfenS.;  Tllefe  deputies'"  wenli^tq  £gina,  where* 
the  naval  Ibrces  of  Greece  jver^*then  aHembled.  They  laid 
open  the  fubje<5t  of  th'^ir  einbifly,  'and  phayed/  that  the  fleett 
might  advance  towards'^onia'j  but  their  demand  was  rcje<^ed# 

1  iie  Greeks  never  dared  to. pals  the^*iflaiul  of  I^elos.  They* 
>vcre  hindered  by  tvvd  reafons : ’  Fii Hhey 'Vvetc  ignorant  of 
the  coiirfe  they  were  fo.h^d  heyond*  Pelolif  to  reach. Ionia. 
Ill  the  fecoiid  place,  they  if ete  afraid  of  und^taKiilg  fuch  a 
voyage,  being  peifuaded  tba^it  wks.as  fa|?friuh  -®girta  to  Sa-* 
mos,  as  from  iEgina  to  the  pillars  of  Hercules,  TMs  laft'motive 
fbews  how  grofsly  ignorant  thdy  were  in  geography;  and  wc 
mull  obferve,  that-ip  iUis  fleet  of  sdl  ' 

the  maritime  forces  of  Ett^pc^un  Gi^ec^»,t  )  ‘  ^  i  j  t 
It  is  not  ip  be  doubted,  but  tl^  Greeks,^in  fucceedingitunes^ 
applied  theuifelvef  to  acquire  ikore  juft  and' exauft  notiDns  of. 
the  pofuiou  and  .  refpeiftive  dift^nces  of  places.  {.Geography 
was  certainly  improved,  particularly -  after  the  conqiiefts  of 
Alexander.  But,,  in  former  time's,  all  the 'knovyledge  with 
whidi  this  fcience  could  enrich  itfelf^tWaa.ftilVunperfc^ft.  In 
the  flouriftiing  days  of  Greece  and.Rh^^r^bai  isda&yi'in  agc« 
which  in  many -.refpcdls  may  be  V>ok^d  apon  as>yery7cnligh-i 
tened,  all  that  was^known  of  the  carthr  took  upj  upon  the 
maps  a  fpace  twice  as  long  as  broad }  caufe  thg^y  had  no  ; 
idea  of  the  countries  Atuated  bcy4Hid  the  tine.  The  fpacc  I 
fpeak  of  comprehended  about  .-tW thirds  :of£ufOpe,  one* 
third  of  Africa,  and.  nearly  ‘  a  lou^ch  of  A.Aa«  At  t^t  time  , 
therefore  they  IaieMr^,only  that.parLof  the  earth  whiOh  lies 
beneath  tho  nortb^fpa; temperate  7.oae^  aud  theytwem  (HU 
yoL.  III.  '  '  *  S  '  far 
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far  enough  from  knowing  cxatftly  all  the  countries  fituated 
^thin  that  zone. 

As  to  the  ideas  which  the  learned  had  formed  of  the  reft 
of  our  globe,  they  were  very  little  rational.  JVloll  of  them 
were  perfuaded,  that  of  the  five  zones  only  two  were  habi¬ 
table;  the  cxceflive  cold  on  one  hand,  and  the  extreme  heat 
on  the  other,  rendering  it  impoflible,  as  they  imagined,  to 
inhabit  the  other  three.  Befides,  it  was  only  by  reafoning, 
and  by  the  knowledge  they  had  of  the  figure  of  the  earth, 
chat  the  philofophers  of  whom  I  (peak,  fuppofed  that  the 
ibutheni  temperate  zone  might  be  habitable.  They  knew 
that  zone  to  be  at  the  fame  didance  from  the  equator,  as  that 
which  they  inhabited,  and  confequcntly  that  the  temperature 
of  the  air' ought  to  be  nearly  e<|ual.  They  concluded,  that 
one  of  thefe  zones  being  inhabited,  the  other  might  be  fb* 
too;  but  further  they  had  no  cer^niiity  that  it  was  fo.  For, 
far  fr<nn  having  any  commerce  with  the  people  of  thofe 
countries,  they  did  not  even  think  it  was  podible  to  have  any. 

NV  hen  we  fpeak,''  fays  Geminus,  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  fouthern  zone,  it  is  not  as  knowing  that  zone  to  be  inha¬ 
bited.  ■  We  only  believe  that  it  may  be  fb:  but  further  we 
have  no  podtive  aflurance  of  it.'^  Cicero  was  not  much  bet¬ 
ter  informed.  **  Behold,”  he  makes  Stipio  fay,  “  behold 
the  earth  as  furrounded  with  five  zones,  of  which  only  two 
are  inhabited ;  that  in  the  middle  being  continually  fcorched 
with  the  heat  of  the  fun,  while  it  perpetually  freezes  beneath 
the  two  lad.  Again,  men  who  inhabit  the  Southern  tempe¬ 
rate  zone,  are  a  fpecies  that  has  nothing  in  common  with 
ours/'  • 

Pliny,  fpeaking  of  the  two  temperate  zones,  fays  pofitively, 
'I'hat  there  can  be  no  communication  between  their  inhabi¬ 
tants,  becaufe  of  the  excedive  heat  which  burns  that  which 
feparates  them.  ]\1acrobius,  in  fine,  entering  more  at  large 
into  this  fubjeC^,  adures  us,  that  the  people  of  the  two  tern* 
perate  zenei  have  never  had  any  commerce  together,  and  that 
if  is  even* im podible  that  they  fhould  ever  have  any,  on  account  . 
of  the  obdaclcs  arifing  from  the  terrible  heats  of  the  torrid 
zone.  They  therefore  admitted  inhabitant^' in  the  fbuthern ' 
temperate*  zone,  only  by  conje<fhirc  and  mere  probability, 
much  about  the  fame  manner  as  certain  philofophers  have. 
fupf>ofed  them  in  the  moon. 

A  very  dr  iking  proof  of  the  imperfetdion  in  which  certain:  * 
parts  of  the  fciences  remained  fb  long  a  time,  is  to  fee  anti*  ' 
quity  continue  aimed  generally  in  that  opinion,  after  what  ; 
we  dill  find  in  hidory  at*  this  day  of  the  different  voyages 
made  round  Africa.  For,  indepeodent  of  that  which  the 

Phceniciaju 
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Pli(rnicians  undertook  by  order  of  Nechos,  we  know^  that  not 
^fier  the  reign  of  this  prince,  Xerxes  charged  a 
Perllan  diftiuc^tion  with  a  like  commiflion, .  This  navigator, 
it  IS  true,  did  not  advance  (b  far  as  the  Phoenicians  I  have 
fpoken  of :  But,  the  leaft  refult  of  his  expedition  nauR  have 
been  iiuHcaiioiis  of  inhabitants  in  the  .fouthem  temperate 
zo  ie.  He  aflirmed  pofitively,  that  he  had  (een  Cimc  of  them. 

i>iill  more  recent  was. the  voyage  of  Hahno,  an  experienced 
navigator,  whom  the  Carthaginians  fent  to  difcover  the  wef. 
tern  coail  of  Africa.  -His  relation  exifls  at  this  day,  and  in* 
forms  us,  that  this  captain  had  penetrated  at  leaft  as  far  aqf 
the  fifth  degree  of  north  latitude.  The  hiftpry  of  that  en* 
terprize,  putliftied  originally  in  the  Punic  language,  was 
afterwards  trandated  into  Greek,  and  in  that  (late  has  been 
handed  dowTi  to  us.  \Ve  know  how  familiar  the  Greek- was 
to  the  authors  I  have  juft  fpoke  of.  By  what  fatality  then 
have  the  antients  made  no  ufe  of  thefe  difeoveries?  And  why 
do  they  feem  to  have  fallen  into  oblivion  almoft  as  (bon  as 
born  ? 

As  to  what  more  particularly  regards  the  fuperficies  of  our 
globe,  I  mean  the  cxaifl  and  refpedtive  (ituation  of  the  feas, 
the  continents,  and  iftands;  the  ignorance  of  the  antients 
was  great  upon  all  thele  heads.  .  "Wanting  proper  machines 
and  aftronomical  inftruments,  they  could  not  attain  the  exadb 
knowledge  which  we  are  now  in  poftelfton  ofk  They  could 
not  make  the  obfervatiohs  which  are  the  bafts  and  foundation 
of  them.  Thefe  important  diftoveries  were,  referred  for  the 
ages  in  which  we  live.  In  lefs  than  fifty  years,  geography 
has  more  enriched  itfelf,  than  in  a  fpace .  of  near  five  thpu- 
faiul.

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But  the  misfortilhe  is,  that  the  poor  people  of  his  pariflL 
have  no  opportunities  of  fitting  under  his  miniftry,  when  ana 
where  he  is  difpluying  thefe  admirable  talents;  and  when  It 
fonies  to  their  turn  to  profit  by  his  paftoral  gifts,  it  is  an  uril- 
verfal  complaint,  that  their  attention  cannot  keep  pace  with

upon  a  plainer  and  more  intelligible  argument  of  my  own^ 
taken  from  the  inconvenience'  of  confining  numbers  of  the 
more  opulent  and  fafhionable  clergy,  to  their  rcfpe<5tive  cures) 
with  their  intriguing,  ambitious,  fecular,  and  fenfual  fpirft  a- 
bout  them.  I  thought  then,  and  I  continue  flill  to  think^ 
that  they  would  be  very  bad  examples  to  the  people,  and  do 
more  harm  by  their  practice,  than  they  Would  do  good  by 
their  inllruc^tions.  I  exprefied  my  opinion,  that  vvhtre  a  pian^ 
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their  fuperior  fortune  gave  them.  It. Is  true,  a  curate  may  be 
Vicious  and  difurderly  as  well  as  a  recflor  or  vicar ;  but  their 
bad  example  feldom  does  any  very  extenlive  mifehief.  Their 
fcauty  (lipend  and  fubordination  to  their  principal^  prevents 
their  riling  to  any  gre4t  degree  of  eftimation,  except  what 
they  purchafe  by  a  virtuous  condueft,  and  an  attention  to  their 
duty;  and  a  poor  fcoundrel  may  always  lay  his  account  with 
being  contemptible.  But. this  is  a  fuhje<ft  which,  being  capable 
of  fo  clear  illudration  from  faclsj there  is  no  occafion  to  enlarge 
upon.  And  I  have  now  only  tp  requeft  your  lorddiip  to  ton- 
iider  me  as  the  amanuenfis  of  my  well-meaning  neighbours, 
fave  only,  that  being  inierefted  in  the  fuccefs  of  their  applic  a- 
tion  as  a  parifhioiier,  I  mod  heartily  join  in  their  requed ;

There  is  no  country  in  the  world  more  happily  dtuated 
for  a  vigorous  cultivation  of  the  earth,  than  France. 
The  climate  is  mild  and  temperate,  the  foil  fcarce  any  where 
barren — and  the  fituatlon  between  two  feas,  gives  her.  a  mil¬ 
lion  of  advantages  in  the  articles  of  commerce,  which  are  an 
immediate  adldance  to  hufbandry.  It  mud  however  be  con- 
feded,  that  this  art  has  not  met  with  that  attention  in  France 
the  real  im]K)rtance  of  it  deferves.  4:  . 

Whererever  great  numhers  of  people  have  exided,  we  may 
take  it  for  granted,  agriculture  has  been  followed  ;  for  witli-> 
out  it  they  could  not  live.  It  is  one  of  the  mod  melancholy 
reflections  humanity  can  fogged,  that  the  records  of.mankind 
are  filled  with  miferahle  butcheries,  while  the  cultivation  of 
the  earth  is  fcarce  ever  mentioned,  A  few  pages  would  give 
us  a  complete  compilation  of  the  hiftory  of  agriculture,  which 
feeds  mankind — millions  of  volutnes  are  filled  with  . the  art  of 
war,  which  dedroys  them.  Such  are  the  cruel  prejudicet  of 
this  world 

This  blind  infatuation  is  to  be  regreted.  in  the  French  wrt 
tings,  equally  with  thofc  of  other  countries,  until  the  prefcnt 
age.  •  Very  little  concerning  hufoandry  is  to  be  met  with  iu 
any,  before  the  reign  cf  that  great  and  good  prince  Henry  TV. 
He,  and  his  minider  Sully,  underflood  and  loved  agriculture  | 
and  were  the  mod  remarkable  men  in  this,  as  well  as  othef 
refpeifls,  in  modern  times.  The  king’s  ideas  of  national  int*' 
provrnients  were  of  a  larger  extent  than  the  ininider’s,  recoin* 
mending  the  encouragement  of  manufactures;  bat  theTat* 

ter. 
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ter  with  fome  juftiiefs,  was  of  ar other  opinion,  and  condetnii-'* 
ed  manufa<^tures,  uiitil  that  firft  great  manufacture  of  the 
foil  Nvas  complete  ;  actortliiigly,  he  encouraged  agriculture  all 
in  his  power,  and,  greatly  adding  to  the  cafe  and  comfort 
of  the  lower  people,  made  them  fond  of  that  profeliion  which 
rendered  them  happy  ’:  nor  was  his  mailer  backward  in  pro- 
inoiiiig  the  miiiillcr’s  conduct  ;  and  agriculture  fo  attended  to^ 
made  large  ilrides,  and  dourillied  more  in  France  than  in 
England. 

It  Is  impoflible  that  wiler  meafiires  could  have  been  taken, 
than  were  by  thefe  two  truly  great  men,  for  the  relloration 
ot  France.  HairalTed  with  all  kinds  of  civil  convuinons,.for  a 
great  number  of  years,  it  was  ncccflary,  if  ever  (he  was  ex¬ 
pected  to  make  a  confiderablc  figure,  to  allow  her  full  time 
to  recruit  her  lofles,  and  likewife,  during  that  time,  to  purfue 
fuch  a  condud,  as  would  lend  the  moll  helping  hand  td  ren-* 
der  her  tranquillity  fiourilhing.  This  was  not  to  be  done  by 
hunting  after  foreign  commerce,  while  her  foil  was  uncultiva¬ 
ted  ;  nor  by  ellablifldng  manufaClures  at  home,  while  hands 
were  every  where  wanting  in  hulbandry  :  the  only  juft  plan 
was,  to  give  all  polfible  encouragement  to  the  cultivation  of 
the  earth  :  and  thereby  to  render  tbc  people,  who  had  groan¬ 
ed  f)  long  under  the  oppreflion  of  a  civil  war,  caly  and  com* 
fortable.  *  ' 

Thefe  were  the  nieafures  of  that  great  king,  and  his  truly 
faithful  luiniftcr  ;  agriculture,  under  ‘iheir  encouragement,  ^ 
flouriihed — the  lands,  which  bad  been  fo  long  uncultivated, 
were  covered  with  conv— the^  peafants  W'crc  aftluent  and  hap¬ 
py — the  general  face  of  the  kingdom  was  chan^d— it  gave  ■ 
inanifeft  lign.s  of  fpeedily  becoming  mofl:  flourifliing  and  for¬ 
midable.  Cabals,  fatftions,  confulion,  civil  wars,  and  every 
horrid  contrail  to  this  happy  period,  then  enlued  :  It  may  ea¬ 
sily  be  fuppofed,  that  the  voice  of  hulbandry  was  beai^  no 
Juore  ;  indeed  we  know  nothing  of  the  Fr^ch  agriculture 
(luring  that  period,  and  in  all  probability  there  was  nothing 
in  it  worthy  to  be  known.  In^tncfle  times  of  public  confufion>  '* 
it  infallibly  links  to  a  wTCtched  ftatc  of  infignificance.  So‘ 
great  a  power  has  a  few  of  ruining  the  many  i  The  number 
(^f  men  engaged  in  civil  wrar,  15  always  vaftly  (hort  of  the  num¬ 
ber  who  follow  their  common  occupations':  the  proportion- 
'vill  not  be  found  to  be  one  in  a  handled  ;'ahd  yet  what 
fory  and  wretchedneis  does  that  one  man  bring’' upon  his  hun-* 
(Jred  neighbours!  .  -  , 

The  fettlement  of  the  kiu^om,  by^Lcwis  XIV.  and  tb€‘ 
f  ncoaragement  of  arts  (iicceeded.  \^at  milerable  inconfiften- 
ties  is  this  world  full  of  >*The  lainc  people  that  gave  the  glcx- 
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rious  title  of  Great  to  Henry,  bellowed  it  likewife  ond^wul 
Wliat  did  I  fay  ?  7 he  fame  people.  No  ;  the  people  furiiamed 
the  lirft  ;  the  courtiers  the  latter.  What  a  difference  i  Im-! 
iportal  fame  ought  ever  lo  attend  the  one  ;  contempt  the 
diher.  But  I  am  not  here  to  charac^ciife  thefc  two  priuc^; 
J  would  fpeak  only  of  agriculture.  '  * 

Colbert  foon  became  the  chief  ininifter  of  Lewis.  This 
ijiau  had  certainly  great  ideas  ;  and  withal  a  Ipirit  of  improve¬ 
ment,  which  blazed  out  with  wonderful  luflre.  He  appre- 
J^ended,  that  a  vail  trade,  aud  niiuacrous  inaimfatftures,  would^ 
enrich  the  kingdom  fo  prodigioufly,  as  to  give  her  unfathom-^ 
able  refources.  He  accordingly  rejedted^the  plan  of  Suhy, . 
and  began  with  ellablilhing  a  va(l  variety  of  manufactured" at^ 
a  prodigious  expence  :  neither  did  he  fpare  any  coft  to  ren¬ 
der  I'Vaiice  the  lirft  trading  povyer  in  the  univerfe.  ^But  with' 
dciigu  to  enable  his  manufacturers  to  fell  cheaper  than  thofe 
of  other  countries,  he  thought  it  requifite  to  have  bread  at  as 
low  a  price  as  pollible  ;  from  that  apparently  juft  realbning, 
that  the  cheaper  a  manufacturer  could  live^  the  cheaper  the. 
manufacture  could  be  afforded.  'I'o  effedt  this  defign, ,  he 
prohibited  all  exportation  of  corn  from  the  kingdom,  and  even 
greatly  cramped  the  tranfportation  of  it  from  one  province  to 
another.  Thcfc  mcafures  were  intended  to  give  plenty,  at 
home  ;  not  content  with  this,  he,  in  times  of  diftrefs,  (and 
even  before  they  came)  greatly  loaded  the  bufbaiidinen  with 
irapofiiions  and  taxes,  that  the  manufadlurer’s  lhare  of  thfofe» 
burdens -might  be  the  Icfs.  ^ 

All  this  management  formed  a  iyftcin  of  policy,  infinitely 
more  wretched  than  one  could  believe  would  ever  havQ.cntcr< 
ed  iKe  head  of  a  man  of  genius,  who  had  the  example  of 
Sullv  before  him.  Every  meafure  was  attended  with  an  ef- 
fedt  directly  contrary  to  that  he  expected,  liiftead  of  ;4hc 
price  of  the  ncceftarles  of  life  fallings  they  rofe,  and  became 
extremely  fluctuating  and  various ;  corn  was  fometlmc/  a 
drug,  atotheis  immenfely  dear,  and  famine  itlclf  appealed, 
almoft  ]>eriodically^  Thefe  circuinftances  ruined  the  agricul¬ 
ture  of  France,  without  being  of  any  fervice  to  her  manufac-* 
ti^es  :  for  it  is  a  fadt  univerfally  known,  that  workmen  in  no 
rouiiiry  will  labour  for  more  ihan  a  fubfiftence  ;  and  if  that 
fubfilleuce  can  be  earned  in  three  days,  in  fufficiency  for  a 
week,  only  three  days  will  they  labour.  Itavas  very  appafeot 
in  Frantic,  after  an  exceftively  plentiful  harveft,  that  a  gene¬ 
ral  idleiiefs  enfiied  amongft  iheir  nianufacftming  hands ;  on, 
the;  Contrary,,  in*  (bme  years,  the  moll  hiduftrious  diii|;ence 
cpuld  not  keep  •hem  from  ftarvdng.

ZING  IS,  a  Tartar  general,  having  been  fuccefsfnly  employed  by 
Auiac  hif  king  againii  the  neighbouring  princes,  is,  on  his  re«, 
turn,  by  the  intrigues  oF  Zemouca,  ^another  general,  favoured  ^by  the 
king,  and  ciiviuus  of  the  (uccei's  of  Zingis)  dilgraced  and  deprived  of 
his  cuminand  The  army  he  had  led  to  vi«ftory  take  part  in  the  dif* 
honour  of  tiicir  commander,  and  joining  with  him  to  revenge  ihe 
indignity,  drive  AuUc  from  the  throne,  which  is  uTurped  by  the  vie* 
torious  Zingis.  > 

in  the  engagement  which  deprived  the  unfortunate  Auiae  pF  hif 
crown,  he  loit  alio  his  liberty,  himfeif  and  his  daughter  Ovtz^  being 
taken  prifoneis  by  Timur,  tbeTon  of  Zingis }  but  the  beauty  of  thu 
princel's  captivating  the  prince,  he  fets  her  father  at  liberty,,  to  favp 
hi^  life  from  the  fury  of  the  ufurper :  who,  ma^e  acquainted  with 
this  tranfadtion,  Itrips  Timur  of  his  command,  and  reiblves  to  giv^ 
Oviza  to  bis  favourite  Ton  OAjlt,  who  he  intends  (hall  alio  fqccced 
him  in  the  empire.  s 

The  play  opens  with  the  arrival  of  Cubla,  a  powerful  Tartaf 
chief,  uncle  to  Timur  ;  who  having  been  employed  on  a  diHant  cxr 
pedition,  had  been  ablent  during  this  doir.edic  broil.  He  appear! 
llongly  attached  to  the  dethroned  king ;  and  being  acquainted  by  Zet 
mouca  that  a  confpiracy  is  formed  to  reOorc  him,  readily  joins  in  it, 
My  la,  filter  to  Zemouca,  and  wife  to  Cubla,  is  ftnt  by  them  to  QvU 
za,  to  acquaint  her  with  their  intentions,  aud  perfuade  her  to  e^er^ 
her  utmeii  influence  with  Timur  to  join  them.  Zemouca,  when  a- 
lone,  avows  hit  pallion  for  Oviza,  and  hopes  to  obtain  both  her  and 
the  throne  of  Tariary* 

Oviza  with  reloi'^t^nee  .agrees  to  perfuade  Timur  to.oppofefais  fa^ 
thcr.  To  Fimur,  flu^uatiug  between  love  and  honour,  Cubla  fnt^rs, 
acquaints  him  that  Odar  it  hourly  expeded,  that  he  bath  no  hope 
oI  Oviza  or  the  throne,  but  by  joining  with  the  friends  of  Aulac, 
The  reproaches  of  his  unclc,and  the  tear  of  loling  bU  beloved  princefs, 
determine  him  to  raife  his  iword  agaiiift  his  father  t  At  diis  tnftant 
ccc  of  the  Tartar  chiefs  acquaints  him  that  Zingis  bath  pardoned  and 

rcinftated 
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retn(\itei{  him  in  his  command,  and  had  ordered  him  to  head  a  body 
of  troupe  and  Fall  upon  Aulac,  whotb  retieat  had  been  difeorered. 
The  a^itaiinn  oF  rimur  on  this  account  is  heightened  by  the  diitreii 
of  Ovizi,  who  on  her  knees  begs  him  to  Iparc  her  Father. 

Zingis  is  dilcovered  in  the  royal  pavilion,  giving  orders  to  the  Tar» 
tar  chieFi.  Tiinur,  hiving  executed  his  fither's  order,  arrives  with 
his  prifoners  ;  the  king  orders  them  to  be  immediately  put  to  death* 
IVriilling  in  ihefe  directions,  notwithttanding  the  intreatics  oF  Timur, 
who  had  profnifed  ibe.n  ilicjr  livc'i,  the  prince  dra^vs  his  Fword,  and 
declares  he  will  defend  them.  Zingis  agrees  to  fpare  the  prifoners, 
hut  is  highly  provoked  with  the  behaviour  of  his  Ion.  The  old  king 
is  brought  in  chains  ;  Oviza  intreats  Zingis  to  Fpare  him,  and  re* 
proaciies  Timur  For  having  av^ted  Fo  contrary  to  his  eiigagements* 
Zin).>is  orders  Aulac  to  be  led  out  to  prifon,  but  Tiinur  procurer  him 
his  liberty. 

Zingis  enraged  it  the  efc ape  of  AuTac,  orders  Timur  to  be  feized* 
The  guards  approaching  him  For  that  purpofe,  be  drives  the  n  baik, 
and  reFiifci  to  give  up  his  (word  to  any  but  his  Father.  Fleafed  with 
his  undaunted  Ipirit,  Zingis  reitores  his  fword,  but  orders  him  into 
immediate  baidlhmciu  on  pain  of  death. 

Zcinouca,  hearing  From  Zenah,  that  Timur  is  now  willing  to  alTift 
their  enterprize  Fur  dethroning  Zingis,  is  hardly  retrained  From  dif- 
covering  the  whole  to  the  ulurper.  The  caufe  oF  this  intention  is, 
Aulac  having  been  purfutd  and  f1  dn  by  Sidalkou,  he  thinks  their  fuc* 
ceis  will  tend  only  to  eil  thlilh  Timur  in  the  poinili-  n  of  Oviza  and 
the  throne.  deterniiiies  to  kill  Timur  in  the  indant  of  his  fuccels* 
Oviza  enters  in  an  agouy  of  grief  For  .the  death  cFher  Father.  Zc-
